2. Claims 1-19 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rodi et al. 

Rodi et al. disclose in Fig. 2 a guide apparatus including guide element 13 
disposed above feed table 5, a height-adjusting device having first and second drives 
22, 32 and a lifting device 28. 

3. Applicants' arguments filed June 14, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicants state that the Rodi et al. reference does not show a lifting device 
connected to the guide element for displacing the guide element. However, note the 
lifting device 28 (lever arm 28) of Rodi et al., which is connected to guide element 13 
and which functions to displace the guide element 13.
